FOURTH OP JULY ACCIDENTS 


The enormous loss of life which 


formerly characterized each July 4th. 
is not likely ever again to be repeat- 
ed. This is in part due to the spread 
of the Sane Fourth movement, and 


I in part to the more intelligent han- 
dling of the fireworks injuries. 


The horrible part o£ many of the 


deaths following 
Independence day 


celebration has been the seeming un- 
importance of the injury. What ap- 
pear to be only insignificant-wounda 
may prove to be the ones most like-. 
ly to be followed by tetanus, or~loek- 
jaw as it is also known. 


The tetanus germ will not grow 


when exposed to air. For that rea- 
son there is very much less danger 
in large open wounds than in these 
of a puncturing or stab nature. Lit- • 
tie particles of 
powder, 
splinters,, 


minute bits of stone, etc., are there- 
fore, most dangerous. 
The public 


has gathered a valuable impression 
concerning the danger of 
injuries 


from puncturing wounds by 
rusty 


nails. 
The notion is wrong^ in part 


at least, in attributing the danger to 
be in the rust. 
It is correct to the' 


extent that old rusty nails stepped 
upon are most likely to have been 
exposed to garden soil and manure. 
The tetanus germ thrives in the in- 
testinal tract of horses, and is, there- 
fore common in street sweepings and 
garden earth, 
fertilized by stable 
manure. 


Returning to Fourth of July injur- 


ies, all wounds, 
no 
matter 
how- 


slight they may appear, should be 
considered" suspicious and thorough- 
ly treated. It is safest to employ a 
competent surgeon. . In case none is 
available, the following treatment is 
intelligent: 


1 .Wounds should be thoroughly 


cleansed, even if they need to be en- 
larged to reach every crevice. 


2. Paint the wound and surround- 


ing tissues'with tincture, of iodine. 


3. Apply wet dressing 
of boric 


acid solution or alcohol. Don't close 
the , wound or bind tightly. 
Allow 
it to heal from the bottom. 


4. Consult a physician upon tha 


advisability of a preventive dose or 
tetanus antitoxin. 


The latter 
is an almost certain 


preventive. While slightly better re- 
sults are being obtained in treatment 
lockjaw most 
positively belongs to 


the group in which' prevention is 
more certain and far cheaper than 
cure.
